That first 
little program was photocopied, 
folded, and stapled together by me in 
my school’s copying room. I don't 
remember how many there were, 
perhaps a few hundred. The 
= gonvention was “closed” (meaning everyone had to advance register) 
~ because we weren't sure how Toho might react to a public convention 

focusing on their iconic star. 

Much about G-FEST has changed in the past quarter 内 

‘century. We've “gone public” and survived, though I still have no clear ` 
idea what Toho’s “official” attitude toward G-FEST is, or if they even 
have one. More than survived, we’ ve grown to the point that more 
than 3000 programs are now required, and they’re done in a print 
shop, not a high school photocopy room. And we continue to grow. 

= 人 As of this writing, advance registrations are up about 20% over last 
year, and last year’s overall attendance set a record for G-FEST. 

The growth has brought in a lot of dedicated and talented 
people to help stage the convention; the list of their names you'll find 
at the lower left of this page. They, along with the many participants 
and volunteers that support them, have been responsible for 
expanding G-FEST into a veritable cornucopia of kaiju-related 
activities. If you spot someone wearing a “STAFF” T-shirt, or a 
volunteer on duty, please take a moment and say a word of thanks. 
G-FEST wouldn’t be what it is without them. 

With the growth of the convention over the years, we’ ve 
lost a few things. There used to be a certificate of participation in each 
registration envelope, along with feedback forms and a trivia test. 
There were banquet tickets for those that bought them, and I think we 
even pre-sold movie tickets way back when. 

es But we've gained much: the opportunity to participate in 
kaiju videos, Make and Take model instruction, video game tourna- 
ments, an amazing Artist Alley, the West's biggest kaiju-themed Dealer 
Room, classic kaiju eiga in a Mega-theater... and there's so much more. 

One thing that we've never lost, whether the convention be 
large or small, is a great feeling of connection and camaraderie that 
greets every attendee as he or she steps into the world of G-FEST. 
Our common fascination with Godzilla and his kaiju kin unites us into 

_ a fandom family. It's an aspect of G-FEST I’m told doesn't exist at 
similar gatherings. It's something that wasn't created by any one 
person, but by all of us together, and it's G-FEST’s most precious 
facet of all.

Returning for his fourth visit is 
Godfather of G-FEST, actor Akira 
Takarada. He previously made lasting 
impressions on all G-fans at the 2016, 
2012 and 2010 conventions. Mr. 
Takarada was instrumental in arranging 
visits to Toho Studios and recruiting 
kaiju-related celebrities for G-TOURs II 
and III. He is one of the most recogniz- 
able actors associated with the Godzilla

to date. One of Toho’s most distinguished and successful actors, Mr.

Peggy Neal began her career as 
an actress while attending Sophia 
University of Japan. During the 1960s, 
she starred in the cult-classic fantasy 
films 7he Terror Beneath the Sea (a.k.a. 
Kaitei Daisenso) with Sonny Chiba, and 
The X From Outer Space (a.k.a. Uchu 
Daikaiju Guilala). She also had roles in 
Las Vegas Free-for-All (1967) and The 
Boys in Company C (1978). After that, 
she withdrew from acting to follow other 
pursuits. Amazingly, after a forty year 
hiatus, Peggy has recently returned to 
the big screen in the 7he Great Buddha Arrival, which will screen at this 
year's G-FEST Film Festival.

The trilogy that resulted was 
complex, thrilling, and thought-provok- 
ing. Early in the 21st century, Toho 
approached Kaneko to direct a Godzilla 
movie, and in Giant Monsters All-Out 
Attack, he created one of the most intriguing and controversial entries in 
the G-series. All together, Kaneko has directed more than fifty movies. 
and TV episodes in many different genres.

TAKUJI YAMADA 

Takuji Yamada is an award- 
winning diorama modeler famous for his 
nostalgically evocative scale models of 
scenes from the Showa period of Japan's 
history. He started making models for fun 
as a child and won a local contest each 
year. He started freelancing as a 
professional modeler in 1987, and has 
since won the national championship four 
times. Mr. Yamada has also won a gold 
medal at a military model competition 
held in the United Kingdom. His interest 
in kaiju has led him to construct several 
dioramas featuring giant monsters and Ultra-beings. His work has been 
featured in modeling magazines like Hobby Japan, and has been the 
subject of two pictoral books.

In the evening, enjoy 
the double bill of The X From Outer Space at 7:00 PM, and Giant 
Monsters All-Out Attack (introduced by director Shusuke Kaneko) at 
9:00 PM. (Each double bill is $10.)

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HISTORY OF G-FEST "IEC 


In 1993, western fans of Godzilla and other Japanese 
monsters discovered a rallying point for their hobby in a new 
fanzine called G-FAN. Created by Canadian high school teach- 
er and long-time Godzilla fanatic J.D. Lees, the bimonthly ‘zine 
gained popularity, and finally “went national’ with issue #9. 

By the summer of 1994, many of the people who had 
submitted articles and art to G-FAN decided it was time to meet 
face to face. A “Friends of G-FAN” meeting was organized for 
the Labor Day weekend at a Howard Johnson’s outside Chica- 
go, and attended by about twenty hardy souls. Though they had

never met one another before, the sharing of experiences, 


Godzilla memories, and collectibles created an instant rapport. 


Such a good time was had that a full-fledged convention was 
planned for summer, 1995. It took place in the Radisson Hotel 
Arlington Heights, and was repeated in 1996, and at the 
Wyndham Hotel in ‘97, and ‘98. In 1999 and 2000, G-FEST 
moved to California, then returned to the Radisson in 2001. 
Outgrowing the hotel, the convention moved “down the street” 
in 2004 to the Crowne Plaza. 

Over the years, many features have been added to G- 
FEST that have proved popular with attendees year after year. A 
highlight of G-FEST is always the Modeling Thread, organized 
and staged by Stan G. Hyde. Modeling instruction has become 
a stand-alone, three-day event, and the Model Contest is 
always a focal point of interest. Other contests have also been 
mainstays over the years. The always-popular Costume Par- 
ade has grown under the stewardship of Paul Gavins, and 
offers its own award for costume craftsmanship, the Foamie! 
From the Costume Thread has sprung the Tokusatsu Thread, 
actual filming of kaiju scenes and movies, allowing G-FEST 
attendees to “live the dream” of monster filmmaking. 

The amateur video contest (overseen by Mark 
Justice), music video contest (coordinated by Andy Steele), art 
show (managed by Steve Pazenski), gaming (a.k.a. Mecha G 
Arcade, organized by Michael McCants), and Artist Alley

(organized by Frank Parr) all add to the variety of events at G- 
FEST. The G-FEST Film Festival, organized by Jeff Horne, has 
added an international aspect to the convention. Sue Matzke 
and her family organize and oversee the activity room called 
Minya’s Place, where younger G-fans (and their parents) can 
participate in coloring, crafts, and other engaging pastimes. 
Brandon Phillips runs table-top gaming, and Cordelia 
Snowdon manages an annual photo scanveger-hunt. 

In recognition of special contributions made by 
individuals to the production and/or promotion of the 
Japanese monster genre, 1999 saw the introduction of The 
Mangled Skyscraper Award. Every award is hand crafted by 
Gene Rizzardi (head of the model-making crew on Godzilla, 
1998) based on an idea by Stan Hyde and a design by J.D. 
Lees. Each year, the Mangled Skyscraper is presented at a 
special ceremony. Recipients are recognized based on their 
contributions to the kaiju eiga genre. 

More recently, in an effort to recognize fan 
contributions, a G-fan Hall of Fame has been instituted, and 
three new inductees have been named each year beginning 
in 2014. A special plaque designed and created by sculptor 
Hiroshi Sagae is presented to each inductee. 

G-FEST also raises funds for deserving causes 
under the banner “G-fans Helping G-fans.” This effort, 
coordinated by Dave Nunes, has raised thousands of dollars 
over the years, and benefited a variety of causes including 
kids with autism, kids with disabilities, Japan earthquake 
relief, and more. 

One of the hallmarks of G-FEST has always been its 
friendly and relaxed atmosphere. It is truly a convention 
staged by fans, for fans, heavily dependent on volunteers. If 
you wish to become more involved, please feel free to contact 
our volunteer coordinator Payton Lees at 
(paytonlees08Q©gmail.com). 

Though Godzilla's admirers are many, we are 
scattered widely. G-FEST offers a weekend of kaiju toys, 
games, activities, contests, and camaraderie, a warm and 
welcoming experience where age is irrelevant.
